The Sierra Madre Post OI- 
lice has ra-instated the 5:15 
p. m. outgoing mail dispatch 
to accommodate local busi¬ 
ness houses in mail trans¬ 
actions in the Los Angeles 
area. 

Postmaster Eddie D, Robert¬ 
son, who assumed office 
July 1. announced the re¬ 
turn to former schedule yes¬ 
terday when the dispatch 
went into effect. 

On May 1 of this year for¬ 
mer Acting Postmaster 
Thomas Dumlng. closed out 
the late dispatch and cut 
Postoffice opening hours on 
grounds that limited Feder¬ 
al funds for personnel indi¬ 
cated such a move. 

However, the NEWS.discov- 
ing that no other area Post- 
offices were so drastically 
effected, communicated with 
First Ass't Postmaster Gen¬ 
eral Donaldson in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C., with the result 
that the local Postoffice was 
advised to return to its reg¬ 
ular opening schedule. This 
was done June 2. 

No change was made in the 
late dispatch at that time, 
although business houses 
and professional offices were 
forced to take their late 
mail to neighboring Post- 
offices. 

A c CO r d i n g to Postmoster 
Robertson, the late dispotch 
does not connect with East¬ 
ern, Northern or Southern 
outgoing mail trains, but 
does expedite delivery in the 
Los Angeles area and was 
re-estoblished to focilltate 
local business houses.

Our first obligation was to improve service which had 
deteriorated during the years when we were unable 
to expand our facilities. This we have done in all our 
districts. Replacements, additions and conversions 
have been m.ide in every exchange and today service 
is back to practically normal efficiency. 

Our second obligation (not less important than the 
first) was to supply service to the throngs who liad 
applied for it, aud are applying for it every day. 
Although we have been able to provide telephones 
for a great many during the past two years we still 
have a large number of unfilled applications on our 
books. Today, our chief concern is to take care of 
these patient people as rapidly as possible. We are 
installing telephones daily but where outside construc¬ 
tion is required—the stringing of cable and wire, the 
setting of poles and crossarms, and so on — some 
applicants will have to wait a considerable time for 
service. There is still a desperate shortage of materials 
of all kinds and manufacturers of equipment are 
unable to meet early delivery dates.

li.shed by the FHA prior to July 
1. 1947; other effective controls 
are administered by the Compli¬ 
ance Division of the Office of 
Housing Expediter, and the Area 
Rent Control Office.
